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NOTICE  RE  APPEALS 

Junior  High  School  Entrance  Examination,  1919 


The  attention  of  Entrance  Boards  of  Examiners  is  directed  to  the 
Regulations  governing  the  making  of  appeals,  and  particularly  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  having  all  such  appeals  decided  promptly,  in  order  that  successful 
appellants  may  enter  upon  their  High  School  Course  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  term  in  September. 

To  accomplish  this  purpose  Boards  are  hereby  instructed,  when  notify¬ 
ing  unsuccessful  candidates  as  to  their  failure  and  the  marks  obtained,  to 
inform  them  as  follows : — 

(1)  That  they  should  consult  their  teachers  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  an  appeal. 

(2)  That,  if  they  decide  to  appeal,  they  shall  do  so,  in  the  first  in¬ 
stance,  to  the  Entrance  Board  not  later  than  Tuesday,  August  19th,  and 
that  no  case  will  be  entertained  thereafter. 

(3)  That,  if  the  Entrance  Board  rejects  their  appeal,  they  may  make 
a  further  appeal  to  the  Deputy  Minister,  so  that  it  may  be  in  his  hands 
not  later  than  August  26th,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  $2.00.  For  an  appeal 
received  after  August  26th  the  fee  will  be  $5.00,  but  in  no  case  will  an 
appeal  be  entertained  if  received  at  the  Department  later  than 
September  9th. 

(4)  That  the  candidates,  who  appeal  to  the  Department  against  the 
result  of  their  appeal  to  the  Entrance  Board,  shall  notify  the  Board  to  this 
effect  at  the  same  time  as  they  notify  the  Deputy  Minister. 

Boards  are  likewise  instructed  to  settle  all  cases  of  appeal  promptly, 
to  notify  the  appellants  so  that  the  results  may  be  in  their  hands  not  later 
than  Friday,  August  22nd,  and  at  the  same  time  to  forward  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  a  report  on  an  official  form  as  to  the  result  of  the  appeals  together 
with  the  answer  papers  of  all  the  candidates  concerned.  In  the  notification 
sent  to  unsuccessful  appellants  they  shall  again  be  informed  as  to  the  con¬ 
ditions  governing  appeals  to  the  Department  as  stated  in  (3)  and  (4) 
above.
